One plan for carrying out this 
idea according to  Attebury, 
would be this: 1) Advertise the 
existance of such a committee 
2) urge people to write or notify 
the committee of their gripes or 
ideas on various activities; 3) 
have the committee meet and dis- 
cuss merited ideas; and 4) if of 
general interest, the committee 
could schedule a general activity 
hour for the purpose of having an 
open forum. Attebury stressed 
the point that the committee 
would have nothing more than 
recommending powers 

When asked if other areas of 
student government could handle 
this jot specifically ICC, Atte- 
bury stated that the job shou!d 
be larger than ICC could handle 
effectively, plus the fact this 
committee should be for the use 
of people who do not ordinarily 
come in contact with the present 
student governmental organiza- 
tion. 

Miss Marshall Opposes 

Nancy Marshall, ASSSC vice 
president, said that she felt there 
were sufficient channels now 
available for such purposes, and 
these problems should be handled 
through such areag as ICC, stu- 
dent cabinet, Council of Relig- 
jous Organizations, and the Stu- 
dent Council 

Elaine Pellegrini moved to ta- 
ble the discussion until further 
information could be obtained by 
Attebury

ous articles on Soviet economics.

Exam Scheduled 
For Challengers 


An exam tomorrow, at 9 a.m. 
will mark the fourth test under 
the General Fiducation Challenge 
Exam program. 

The challenge by examination 
procedure for General Education 
Courses was inaugurated during 
the 1957-58 academic year in con- 
formity with the policy enunci- 
ated in April, 1957. 

This program provides that any 
student interested im challenging 
a course may obtain an applica- 
tion from the registrar's office 
and then present it to his or her 
advisor for approval. 

The application is then pre- 
sented to the General Education 
Committee for it's consideration 
If the aplication has complete 
approval, the student will be 
given an appointment for the test 
date and a reading preparation 
and instruction sheet. 

Open To Anyone 

If the test is taken and passed, 
full credit will be given for that 
course. However, if the test is 
failed, it will not be entered on 
the applicants record and the 
course challenged will merely 
have to be completed 

Tests are to be offered in 
English 1-A, Health 10, Lite 
Science, Psychology 1, Speech 1A 
and Social Science classes 1, 3 
and 4. It is noted that of the 23 
persons who have participated to 
date, 10 have passed for a 43 per 
cent completion 

Applications wiil not be avail- 
able for tornorrows test but the 
date of the next test will be De- 
cember 6.

On the corner of the road which 
leads to the student lounge and 
near the Physics building is a 
small stone monument with a 
plaque on it. On this placque are 
inseribed these words: Jedediah 
Strong Smith—Brave mountain 
man Journey through this area 
with his trappers in the winter of 
1827-28 and crossed the American 
river near this point. Dedicated 
November 12, 1955 by the Sacra- 
mento county historical society. 

By now the question of who he 
was has been answered, and now 
that your curiousity has been 
aroused you may want to know 
more about Smith and his hardy 
band of gay trappers. Not only 
were Smith and his trappers out 
hunting, but they were also ex- 
ploring. They blazed the first trail 
across the Sierra mountains as 
they moved across country from 
the Mississippi river.

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Best Seller Author Speaks 
At November Convocation 


C. Northcote Parkinson, author of the world-wide best- 
seller, Parkinson’s Law, will speak on his Law at a con- 
vocation November 12, at 10 a.m., in the SSC gymnasium. 
Parkinson's Law, his first venture into satirical political 
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i 





economics, has received wide acclaim both on the Continent 


and in the United States. 

Noted as an interesting speak- 
er, the Christian Science Monitor 
Stated that, “when there is a 
Parkinson to listen to, a hall filis 
with people and people fill with 
laughter.” 

The Boston Herald reported, 
after Parkinson had completed a 
summer of lecturing on The His- 
tory of the British Empire at 
Harvard, that he “kept more than 
300 Harvards howling with jaugh- 
ter.” 

He ig a noted scholar and well- 
known author of many books on 
economic, naval and military his- 
tory. 

His now-famous Law first ap- 
peared ag an anonymous articie 
in the London Economist, and 
later Was reprinted wholly or in 
part in Harper's, Life, The Re- 
porter, and Wall Street Journal 
in this couniry. It wag later pub- 
hshed in book form. 

One of the basic Laws simply 
states that the number of subor- 
dinates in any working group in- 
creases, regardless of the amount 
of work to be done. He says that 
the idea for the Law came to him 
during World War II when he 
Was @ major with the British Ar- 
my. While a member of a com- 
mittee whose jurisdiction was 
somewhere between the British 
Army, Navy and Air Force, he 
noticed that the executives simp- 
lv made work for each other, 
“reading each other's minutes and 
criticizing each other’s gram- 
mar.” 

Concluding that “there may be 
little or no relationship between 
the work to be done and the size 
of the staff to which it may be 
assigned,” he proceeded to do 
research in other areas of admin- 
istration, both private and gov- 
ernmental and pointed to many 
of the ridiculous inefficiencies of 
spreading bureaucracy in this age 
of over-management and the or- 
ganization man. 

Time Magazine stated, upon ob- 
serving Parkinson's views, that 
they are “a delightfully unpro- 
fessorial diagnosis of the wide- 


spread 20th century malady-~gal- 
joping organizationship.” The 
magazine further characterized 
the author as “the Darwin of 
managerial evolution.”

Only One Offered in Area 


Sacramento State is offering 
this semester for the first time, 
@ program in nursing. This pro- 
gram will enable students to ob- 
tain a B.S. degree im nursing in 
this service area. 

The nursing program is a four 
year program. Students enrolled 
in it will receive the same gen- 
eral education as ali other stu- 
dents attending SSC, and they 
must fill all the same require- 
ments for graduation. The pro- 
gram is set up in the same way 
as all of the other major fields. 
At present there are about 35 
girls on campus enrolled im the 
nursing Major, and about ~ 
others who are interested in it.

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Communication Needed 


John Attebury, president of Inter Club Council, at the 
last Student Council meeting raised a point which has been 
a very real problem with representative government from 
it’s inception. 

Attebury was after a solution to the problem of a lack 
of communication between elected representatives and the 
electorate. He wished to set up a separate body other than 
the ASSSC constitutionally provided bodies, to be called 
Student Forum, which would provide a clearing house for 
student suggestions and criticisms of the ASSSC program. 

The idea has definite merit but has certain weakness as 
it was presented. One, there is always a lack of spontaneous 
and mass interest in any issue. Two, a group of relatively 
unknown and uninvolved students would suffer greatly 
from a lack of knowledge of the policies and particulars in- 
volved in any problem. Three, the group active in student 
affairs generally are aware of the lines of communication 
and the others seldom are inspired enough to take an inter- 
@st in issues. 

Two of the problems used as examples by Attebury are 
covered by the above mentioned weaknesses. First of all 
the dissatisfaction over the conduct of The Hornet was 
brought to the attention of the Board of Publications, which 
is the proper channel of communication. This was done by 
persons involved in student affairs and witnessed no mass 
backing, The Hornet gave the issue play only one student 
had the interest to attend the board meeting. 

In he second place the perrenial parking problem is not 
the fault of the college but is due to the refusal by the 
California State Board of Finance to allocate funds for the 
construction of parking facilities. The Board of Finance is 
demanding that parking fees be charged for the use of the 
facilities by students and faculty members. Thus the sec- 
ond problem amounted to much smoke but no fire since 
the particulars of the situation were not known. 

Never-the-less, Attebury is right in that better means 
of communication should be established. To remedy the 
situation members of the student council have established 
office hours in the Student Lounge and may be contacted 
there by any student interested in any phase of student 
government. There is also the ever present “Letters To The 
Editor” column in The Hornet where students may express 
opinions. 

There is a possibility that the Cabinet of the ASSSC, 
made up of appointed representatives from the major ac- 
tivity areas, could hold an open meeting when problems 
arise on campus which involve a large portion of the student 
body. This could solve some of the communication problems 
and there would be a group familiar with existing policies 
and the particulars concerned with many of the issues. 

It may need to be pointed out that any and all students 
are welcome to attend activiy board, cabinet, ICC, and stu- 
dent council meetings. If a student is interested and cannot 
find out about these meetings they can stop in at 110 Doug- 
las The Hornet office, and get information.
